Sadat drops call for 
government-in-exile

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 


appears to bave dropped his call 
for Palestinians to form a govern- 
ment-In-exile due to its rejection 
by most Palestinian circles. 

The Palestinian terrorist leader- 
ship said yesterday that Sadat now 
agrees that “the Palestinian people, 
represented by the Palestinian Libe- 
ration Organization, (P.L.O.), is en- 
titled to decide on its own posi- 
tons.” 

In an official statement Issued in 
Cairo, the terrorist leadership said 
Sadat fully agreed that the P,L.O. 
should be the official representative 
of the Palestinian people. The state- 
ment said the egreement was 
reached at a meeting Sadat held in 
Cairo with a high-level P.L.O. de- 
legation Saturday night. 

The statement said the five-man 
delegation aasured Sadat the P.L.O. 
would make every possible effort 
to strengthen its role as “the sole 
and legal representative of the 
Palestinian Arab people.” 

That statement by the terrorist 
Jeadership reportedly made it cer- 
tain they would keep the present 
PLO. framework, and thus reject

Truckers hold

7 Underwater 
antiquities. 
being rifled

HADrA. — Dr. Blisha Linder of 
(Haifa University complained yester- 
day that underwater antiquities 
aites were being rifled by fisher- 
men who spied on the divers of the 
Underwater Archaeology Association. 

Bronze figures, silver and gold 
coins had vanished lately from off- 
shore sites along the northern coast 
and were sold for foreign 
currency to tourists from overseas, 
he said. The question of how to 
gtop such violations of the antiqui- 
ties regulations, he added, had not 
yet been solved. 

Figurines, part of the cargo of a 
ship which sank off the coast near 
‘Shavel Zion 2,400 years ago, have 
been retrieved by a joint expedition 
of the Hatfa University, the Under- 
water Archaeology Association and 
the Haifa Maritime aun 

The figurines, ranging length 
from 18 to 40 cms,, are mainly of 
the Tanit of Carthage. Many 
are in good condition. 

Dr. Linder told the press on 
Rriday ‘that ‘the: finds dated to the 
Phoenician-Peralan period of the 
fifth century B.C.B. They pointed 
to extensive cultural and religious 
relationa between Mediterranean cul- 
tures. It has not been established 
where the sip wag headed when 
she sank, but he believed that she 
may have been on her way from 
Carthage to Phoenicia. 

The expedition is to resume work 
at the site at a later date. In order 
to prevent interference from ama- 
teur akindivers, all markings have 
‘teen removed and ‘Antiquity De- 
partment inspectors have been asked 
to keep an eye open for unautho- 
rized search parties.

— Billionaire 
recluse Howard Hughes rented 
8. yacht for $2,235 to travel, 
wrapped only in a bathrobe, 
from the Bahamas to Florida 
last February, the “Miami He- 
rald" quotes the yacht’s former 
skipper as saying. 

In a copyright story based on 
an interview with Capt. Bob 
Rehak, 55, then skipper of the 
83-foot luxury, yacht "Cygnus," 
the “Herald reports In its Sun- 
day editions that Rehak and 
Donald Lawrence Hout, a 34- 
year-old Mlami houseboat design- 
er, spent 22 hours with Hughes 
during the Gulf Stream crossing 
from Nassau, where Hughes had 
secluded himself in a hotel, ta 
Miami Beach. 

In the interview, Rehak des- 
eribes his passenger as frail, with 
8. long beard, hair over his shoul- 
ders and outsized toenails — a 
description disputed previously 
by employees of the hotel and 
by a man Identified as: Hughes 
during ἃ telephone news confe~ 
rence last January. 

Bout, who was aboard the 
$125,000 yacht as a dual captain, 
confirmed Rehak’s story to “He- 
τοῖα" reporter Gene Miller, the 
paper said. 

The 66-year-old industrialist 
left Nassau, where he had lived 
in the posh Britannia Beach 
Hotel for 15 months, under his 
usual cloak of secrecy. The U.S, 
Bureau of Customs, however, 


confirmed Hughes’ orrival in 
Miami aboard the yacht in the 
predawn hours of February 17. | 

Rehak gave the “Herald” the 
following account of his encoun- 
ter with Hughes: 

“Three or four of them car- 
ried Mr. Hughes out of a panel 
truck on a stretcher, one of 
those ambulance stretchers that 
straighten up.

Saigon halts Hanoi drive on Kontum 


SAIGON (Reuter). — The South 
Vietnamese army claimed yester- 
day to have halted a drive towards 
Kontum city in the Central High- 
lands, killing 343 North Vietnamese 
troops In a 28-hour battle.

50,000 Israelis suffer. 
from latent diabetes

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. --- Some 50,000: Israelis 
are suffering from latent diabetes 
— and in the overwhelming majo- 
rity of the cages It will be discover- 
ed only after it becomes “active” 
and hag already initiated a series 
of degenerative diseases in their 
bodles. . 

This was stated yesterday by 
Professor Zvi Laron of Beilinson 
Hospital, who also heads the Coun- 
selling centre for Juvenile Diabe- 
tics, in announcing that the second 
International Belliason Symposium 
on Diabetes in Juveniles will open on 
October 16 at Beilinson. (‘The scien- 
tific sessions will be δὲ Beitan 
Aharon, near Netanya.) 

Additional details of the disease 
und of the conference were given 
by Dr, Moshe Karp, and Dr, J.J. 
Frankel, both of the Counselling 
Centre. 

Prof. Laron termed the test used 
n Israel to determine diabetes as 
useful only in discovering active 
diabetes; and by then the degene- 


rative processes had already started. 
Tests to discover latent diabetes 
would require special testing methods 
and personnel, and neither were 
available at present in Israel 

Drs. Earp and Frankel, in de- 
scribing the work of the Centre, 
noted that it had done away almost 
totally with hospitalizing juvenile 
patients, a field in which Israel was 
leading. Hospitalization, they said, 
not only was a traumatic experience, 
but also prevented the patient from 
jeading a normal life. 

Dr. Frankel, who is a psychologist, 
also said that a diabetic youngster 
soon learned to exploit his ailment 
for his own benefit, even to black- 
mailing his parents into believing 
that. he should have special rights 
and privileges, since he inculcated 
in them the feeling that they were 
to “blame” for his illness. School 
teachers, knowing little about the 
disease, often gave in to the child's 
whims. These two “environmental 
factors,” Dr. Frankel said, condition- 
ed the diabetic child — πος to face 
up to life, and this led to disastrous 
consequences when he grew up.”

In addition to use in Poland, doc- 
tors in England and West Germany 
have treated about 50 cases with 
this method, Dr. Weiss said in an 
interview. 

The springs are used primarily in 
fractures in the thuracic and lum- 
bar areas — that is, below the neck. 

They are attached to two ver- 
tebrae above the fractured vertebra 
and two below, pulling in opposite 
directions, so that the fracture is 
held In place. 

As io all forms of spinal cord 
treatment, the patient must arrive 
soon after injury in order for the 
treatment to be effective. Otherwise, 
changes occur which cannot be 
remedied.

Too many deaths 
in transplants 


says expert 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP). — The 
first Ew doctor to successful- 


ly perform a heart transplant said 
Saturday he would not do another 
until a way is found to stop the 
‘body’a rejection of the new heart. 

Dr. Charles Dubost, head of the 
Heart of Brous- 
sais Hospital in Paris, France, told 
Ohic State University medical stu- 
dents he performed three. heart 
transplants in 1968, but then aban- 
doned: the operations because too 
many patients were dying. 

He said his first patient lived 17 
months, the second 18 months and 
the third one day. 

“They were not as good as we 
would have liked them’ to be,” he 
said of the procedures, “There is 
the problem of increasing the (pa- 
tient’s) tolerance to grafts.” 

Dubost said the problem of trans- 
Plants now belongs to immunologists 
rather than surgeons. He said they 
‘will have ‘to find a way of stopping 
rejection. 

“If we start again, things will all 
come back,” he said. 

Ἐς said surgeons who did the first 
kidney faced the same 
problem, but that immunologists had 
solved it. Forty per cent of these 
(kidney) transplants are now suc- 
cessful, he said. 

Dubost also discounted the wide- 
spread use of artificial hearts in the 
near future. He said hearts with 
nuclear plants were too heavy and 
too bulky and that those with out- 
side power sources required a series 
of tubes and wires which invite in- 
fection.

But Soviet purchases 
are estimated at some $800m, to 
one billion dollars and include some 
soybeans. This means the credit is 
not enough to cover the whole bill, 
and the Communists must come up 
with at least half 2 billion dollars 
in cash. Four theories held by in- 
ternational bankers: 

The Communists are paying out 
dollars which they have accumulated 


over the years. This theory is weak 
because nobody knows how much 
may have been hoarded, although 
one expert says it is “a substantial 
amount.” 

The Russians are selling gold to 
buy dollars. This theory is support- 
ed by the fact that gold prices have 
remained steady although Sovth 
Africa has reduced sales of gold it 
mines. 

Usually a reduction in South Af- 
rican sales results in a rise in gold 


. prices. Soviet gold sales —- that 


country is the world’s second largest 
goki producer but has sold little 
since 1968 — would keep the 
down in the absence of South Af- 
Tican sales. 

HELPS US ECONOMY 

One banker, an expert in Hastern 
Buropean trade, said that such sales 
could be made through the Wozchod 
Handelsbank of Switzerland, which 
he said is also owned by Soviet 
Government agencies. He pointed 
out that the Moscow Narodny and 
Wozchod buy and sell several 
hundred million dollars in U.S. foreign 
exchange daily. It would be simple 
to let purchases exceed sales for a 
few days to accumulate dollars, 
then pay gold for the total balance 
owing. This would not show up as 
an outright sale of gold. 

However the Russians may be 
paying, the result is good for the 
United States. If dollars are being 
bought outright, it will give an im- 
proved balance of payments, and 
thus increase confidence in the dollar. 
If Buro-Dollars are being bought or 
borrowed, it will reduce the pool of 
them and also increase confidence 
in the dollar. And if the Soviet 
Union is selling gold, that will help 
the world's money problems because 
it needs gold to settle trade ba- 
lances. Gold sales would also lessen 
foreign demand on the U.S. gold 
supply, which is down close to a 
minimum.

Koor sharing 
profits with 
workers

Member companies of Histadrut- 
owned Koor Industries will distri- 
bute IL4m. of profits to their work- 
ers, according to the Koor spokes- 
man. 

The decision affects 15 companies 
whose balance-sheets showed profits 
in 1971. They include Makhteshim, 
Soltam, Vulcan Foundries, Vulcan 
Batteries, Lapid, Isrom, Ha’Megaper 
and Agan Metals, 

Worker participation in profits is 
calculated after deduction of in- 
terest, depreciation, tax and an im- 
puted 10 per cent return on equity. 
Maximum grant per worker is 10 
per cent of his annual salary. 

Under discussion in the Treasury 
is the possibility of giving recl- 
Pients a 15 per cent tax credit if 
they invest the money immediately 
in an approved saving scheme for 
at least three years. (Interest earned 
under approved savings schemes is 
tax exempt.) 

Two companies that distributed 
profits to their employees last year 
do not appear on the list this year, 
because in 1971 they did not make 
enough money, the spokesman said. 
They are Vulcan Engineering, and 
Shemen. 

There are 95 companies altogether 
in Koor (including those in which 
Koor has 50 per cent ownership or 
more). Their turnover topped 
1L1,000m. last year (as against 
IL730m, in 1970), according to the 
latest balance-sheet, released last 
week. Operational profits totalled 
IL139m., but owing to the small 
proportion of own capital, financing 
costs defrayed IL89m. of that total, 
leaving IL50m. of net profit, or 
1L30m. after tax. 

Turnover came to 111,500m. if 
the trading companies are included, 
and Mr. Meir Amit, Managing Di- 
rector of Koor, predicts a figure of 
close to IL2,000m. this year. Exports 
in 1972 should reach $60m., he said.

week when I read a report in 
The Jerusalem Post of a press 
conference given in Tel Aviv by 
Dr, S. Krishnamorphy, director 
of India’s Consumer Council. 

Visitors to India, he said, are 
shocked when they see someone 
sleeping on the pavement in the 
summertime, They think the man 
18 destitute and doesn’t have a 
house. “But it isn’t true; we 
have houses — it's just that 
some of us like sleeping out of 
doors, just like the hippies..." 

It is not my intention to de- 
seribe India’s poverty, unique in 
115 aheer magnitude. This ts suf- 
ficiently well-documented by 
many recent studies by both In- 
dian ang European writers. Ro- 
nald Si in “The Crisis of 
India,” has called it a disease of 
humanity itself. Geoffrey Moor- 
house, In his recently published 
“Calcutta,” has described the 
sufferings of the half-mflHon 
homeless in that city alone who 
Sleep under the arcades of Chow- 
ringhee, the Howrah station or 
anywhere they can find shelter 
during the four-month long mon- 
soon when an average 64 inches 
of rainfall is recorded and for 
whom the sewer pipes which 
housed the Bangladesh refugees 
would represent an undreamed-of 
luxury. Mulk Raj Anand and 
Kamala Markandaya have famil- 
larized us with the process which 
brought these unpfortunates to 
the city — many of them peas- 
ants unable to pay the 25 per 
cent interest rate extorted by 
moneylenders and forced to sell 
their tiny holdings. 

India's problems seem insuper- 
able: each successive Five-Year 
Plan is defeated by the explod- 
ing birth-rate, a heart-breaking 
pattern of one step forward and 
two back; 82 per cent of 
the population are illiterate and 
nearly that many live in a state 
of semi-starvation which partly 
explains the life expectancy of 
41 years at birth. 

A shining exception is Kerale 
State where a vigorous Com- 
munist administration In 1957-9, 
the educational efforts of the 
Christian Churches and a suc- 
cession of progressive Mahara- 
jabs on the Travancore throne, 
seem to have shaken the people 
from their age-old torpor. 

Much of the blame for India's 
plight has been laid at the door 
of Hinduism, a religion which 
esteems resignation and para- 
lyses action. Dharma demands 
that the believer should accept 
his condition, without desire or 
ambition. Translated by Hippies 
into “doing your own thing,” it
